Bishop Slater said he and 
his wife, Eva. welcome the 
four-year assignment at the 
D allas school, although 
they are really not looking 
lorward to leaving friends 
in San Antonio. 
The return to Dallas will 
be a homecoming of sorts 
for the Slaters. 
The bishop attended col­ 
lege ut SMU, receiving a 
bachelor of arts degree in 
195(1 and a divinity degree 
from Perkins in 1952 Mrs 
Slater is a native of Dallas 
and also an SMI graduate.

Young killer gets 25 years

John A. Grayless was sentenced to 25 years in 
prison Friday for the murder of George Lind­ 
gren, his former girlfriend's father. 
Charles Butts. Grayless’ attorney, filed a motion for an 
appeal immediately after the jury returned the sentence. 
It deliberated for about an hour and a half. 
Grayless. IK, received the sentence without showing 
emotion. However, there were tears in his eyes as lie left 
the Bilith District Court to be returned to the Bexar County 
Jail. 
The jury had found the youth guilty Thursday of murder 
with malice 
Wayne M. Seehrest, one of the jury members, said Jorja 


Jane Lindgron’s testimony during the trial was the most 
important factor that lead to the guilty verdict. 


Miss Lindgren, tin' daughter of Lindgren and his wife, 
Anita, testified she and Grayless had planned lo murder 
her parents Aug. 17, 1973. She also said she let Grayless 
into her house that night and he was carry mg a 22 caliber 
rifle. 


Miss Lindgren is also charged with the murder of her 
father but she has not yet gone to trial. 


At the time of the murder at the Lindgron’s North Bexar 
County home, Grayless was 15 years old and Miss Lind­ 
gren. who is now 21. was 18. Lindgren was shot in the thigh 
and in the stomach. 


Seehrest said the jury of nine men and three women had 
to take several votes before they arrived at guilty verdict 
and the 25 year prison sentence. 
According to Mrs. Lindgron’s testimony, her husband 
was shot while in bed by a person that matched Grayless 
physique, though she could not positively identify him as 
the murderer. 
Before the jury retired to consider Grayless’ sentence 
Butts argued his client should receive a probated sen­ 
tence. 
Ile said Grayless should be given a probated sentence so 
he could continue receiving psychiatric care to be rehabi­ 
litated.

"The proposal in its pre­

several other subsidiaries 
spun off into a new com ­ 
pany. 


Coastal would turn over 
lignite leases and gas re­ 
serves to the new company 
and would agree to a $175 
million, 15-year gas drilling 
program with findings sold 
at a discount to the new 
company.

C ustom ers want a 50-50 
split between them selves 
and Coastal stockholders.

WASHINGTON — The FBI, without 
technically telling an untruth, has led the 
public to believe its agents took part in no 
more than 238 criminal housebreakings. 
The actual figure is well 
over I .(MKI and may surpass 
2.(MMI 
These “black bag” jobs. 
as the late F B I chief .I Ed­ 
gar Hoover called them, 
were employed principally 
against suspected spies, 
organized crime figures, 
foreign diplomats and a few 
dangerous revolutionaries. 
But Hoover also sent his 
agents to b u rglarize the 
p rem ises of law -abiding 
U.S. citizens whom the old 
F B I curm udgeon sim ply 
disliked. 
Violated laws 
Confidential F B I memos, 
obtained by the Senate In­ 
telligence Committee, ack­ 
nowledge that the black bag 
jobs violated the crim inal 
laws the PTH was supposed 
to enforce. 
Yet we have learned from 
F B I sources that Hoover, 
although sworn to uphold 
the laws. personally sanc­ 
tioned more than 1,066 of 
the break-ins. 
Not until 1967 did Hoover 
take steps, in a self-serving 
mem o turned up by the 
Senate probers, to end the 
break-ins.

The figure of 238 “ su r­ 
reptitious entries.” as the

petrated against 14 domes­ 
tic subversive targets dur­ 
ing the 1942-68 period.

agents as on actual data

School bus 
crash kills 28 


M A R T IN E Z , Calif. (AP) — Twenty-eight persons were 
killed Friday when a bus carrying a high school choil 
smashed through a guardrail and plummeted to concrete 30 
feet below. 
The California Highway Patrol, which provided the figure 
on the number of deaths, said the driver lost control of the 
bus while negotiating a sharp turn on a highway off-ramp. 
The bus’ roof was flattened when it landed upside down, 
crushing victims in their seats. 
The vehicle was carrying 53 persons, including two 
faculty advisers to the Yuha City High School choir, rescue 
officials said. The chorus, about evenly divided between 
girls and boys, was on its way to sing at another school. 
M any of the survivors were seriously injured and were 
rushed to area hospitals by more than 20 ambulances sum ­ 
moned to the scene in Martinez, a San Francisco suburb. 
The top half of the yellow school bas was flattened by the 
impact. Two cranes were called to right the vehicle. Debris 
from the bus and personal belongings from the victims 
were piled nearby. 
The dead were wrapped in white sheets and placed on the 
blood-stained roadway where the bus came to rest. Several 
Roman Catholic priests administered last rites.

II your own level is quite 
low than you need not Im1 sh 
careful about the amount of 
cholesterol in your diet. 
One of the important fac­ 
tors that keeps you r own 
ch ole sterol level low for 
m ost people is a v o id in g 
obesity. 
Since you are a female 
and presum e from your let­ 
ter re latively yo u n g, the 
probabilities are that you 


have a low cholesterol level 
to start with regardless of 
whatever diet you are con­ 
sum ing. 
I do not o r d in a r ily re ­ 
commend eggs, cheese and 
a diet which contains a re­ 
latively large amount of fat 
and cholesterol but certain 
m e d ic a l 
c o n d itio n s 
sometimes require this. 
D o cto rs often have to 
judge between the benefit 
they can 
a c h ie ve 
w ith 
treatm ent and the harm 
that the treatment m ight 
cause. 
The way to decide in your 
case would be to find out 
what your own cholesterol 
level is and if it is relatively 
low then the diet that you 
are now using will not harm 
you.

Take time to evolve 
fair gas settlem ent 


There are hard negotiations 
in progress aimed at finding a 
tolerable settlem en t of the 
com plex Coastal States Gas 
Corp. (and Lo-Vaca Gathering 
Co.) problems with customers. 
Including San Antonio's City 
Public Service. 
A pending lawsuit over San 
Antonio’s flawed contract ser­ 
vice from Coastal States is 
moving toward a summer trial 
date. 
All sides are fighting for 
interests they perceive to be 
important and San Antonio’s 
interests are bound up in a 
sudden 
failure 
in 
Coastal 
S tates’ ability to service the 
contract. Results of that failure 
was a quick increase in the 
price of natural gas from ap­ 
proximately 25 cents per thou­ 
sand cubic feet to around $1.85. 
That quick jum p dislocated 
every budget in the CPS trade 
area. 
History of events and causes 
of the events have been recited 
often. The past is important 
only in trying to determine a 
profitable course for the fu­ 
ture. Settlement should con­ 
cern itself with servicing this 
area with natural gas needs on 
a basis that is fair, taking into 
consideration the damages that 
seem apparent to anyone who 
cares to look. 


Negotiations are necessari­ 
ly conducted at arm s length. 
No settlement can be sealed, 
however, until its term s are 
public without risk of a politi­ 
cal firestorm in San Antonio 
that would dominate the 1977 
city council elections. 


Coastal States Corp. has 
said the proposed settlem ent 
terms, as discussed this week, 
are unacceptable. We would 
anticipate that litigation may 
becom e the only practical 
means to achieve a settlement. 
We 
encourage 
deliberate, 
tough, fair negotiations and, in 
our judgm ent, fairness a s ­ 
sumes damages from Coastal 
States in sufficient amount to 
give the gathering company 
(Lo-Vaca) 
the 
m eans 
to 
provide gas to South Texas 
customers. 


San Antonio city council will 
have to ratify any negotiated 
settlement, of course, and we 
assume council will accept a 
deal only if it can be assured 
that the city ’s best interests 
are protected to the fullest 
possible extent. 
There is time to work out 
such a deal. Time to make the 
settlement clearly fair will be 
w orthw hile because it can 
avert a political disaster that 
an unfair deal would evoke. 


Senate’s tougher oversight 
o f intelligence is a challenge 


The vote — 72 to 22 — by 
which the Senate acted to e s­ 
tablish a perm anent Select 
Committee on Intelligence Ac­ 
tiv ities becom es, at once, a 
challenge to the Senate and to 
the intelligence agencies. 
It will take a lot of hard 
work to establish a working 
relationship that will let the 
intelligence agencies do their 
work well in a climate of m u­ 
tual confidence that can make 
the oversight credible enough 
to regain public confidence. 
The vote was a defeat for Sens. 
John Tower and John Stennis 
and the intelligence agencies, 
themselves. 
The Senate resolution re­ 
quests intelligence agencies to 
keep the committee informed. 
If committee members oppose 
strongly enough any proposed 
activities of the intelligence 
agencies, they could advise the 
President of their opposition. 
The committee could, further­ 
m ore, seek the Senate’s per­ 


mission to make public — and 
presum ably stop — in te lli­ 
gence activities that are found 
to be objectionable. 
The committee would also 
have, at least initially, power 
to impose budget ceilings for 
in telligen ce activity. Such 
power doesn't bind the House, 
of course. 
Only the full Senate could 
take action to disclose secrets. 
The immediate fear is that 
committee 
members 
might 
leak secrets. That all depends 
upon caliber of members. The 
old committees didn’t leak se­ 
crets. Indeed, a part of the 
fight was an assertion that the 
old com m ittees exercised no 
oversight. 
The bruises of the past 15 
months of hearings, brought on 
in the wake of Watergate, have 
left deep scars. It is necessary 
that the new committee and the 
intelligence agencies assist in 
the quick healing of those scars 
— for the nation's sake. 


Madia’s remarks 


Sir: I am writing to express my 
displeasure with the “ People are 
Funny" column ("Madia Loves the 
Lobby,” May 1H) 
Rep. Frank Madia's remarks to the 
Lackland Teachers’ Assoc iation were 
presented in a way that did not 
represent what I felt he was trying to 
say. 
The teachers who invited Rep. 
Madia to speak, asked him to tell 
what other interest groups do in their 
attempts to influence the legislature. 
He gave examples of some effective 
and some poor techniques used by 
lobbyists After telling something of 
how the lobby works he stated. 
"Perhaps the* system shouldn't be 
this way — I know it shouldn't be this 
way, but it is." 
I do not agree with Madia's position 
on endorsing candidates with poor 
voting records on education. It is not 
unusual, however, for teachers to 
have d isag re em en ts with their 
friends and even among themselves. 
I believe that teachers should listen 
to political advice from various 
sources, feeling free to accept or 
reject it no matter where it comes 
from

LENINGRAD — Lying snug 
in her berth where the ice­ 
bound Neva River splits on its 
way to the sea is an ancient 
warship. 
Its old-fashioned stack s, tall 
m asts and ram bow bespeak an 
earlier era. 
This old ship. the cruiser Aurora, 
fired a shot heard ‘round the world. 
On Nov. 7, 1917. it was the Auror­ 
a's bow gun that signalled the final 
assault by Soviet workers and sol­ 
diers on Leningrad’s Winter Palace 
and brought the downfall of Alex­ 
and er K erensky, R u ssia's last 
non-Communist ruler. 
Disciplined 


Today, clean er, b rig h te r and 
more ship sh ape-app earing than 
most U.S. warships, manned by a 
picked crew of cleancut, short- 
haired seamen in traditional sailor 
suits, the Aurora symbolizes the 
clite, capable, highly disciplined 
Russian navy which has now dis­ 
placed the U S. Navy as No. I 
Twenty years ago, Russia was a 
land power with a navy not worth 
noticing. 
Just two decades later, while the 
United States stolid by and watched, 
the USSR has built one of the grea­ 
test navies the world has ever seen. 
In the past IO years (during which 
Congress has slashed successive 
U S. defense budgets by a total of 
$32 billion), Russia has outspent 
and outbuilt the United States by 50 
per cent or more in warship con­ 


struction and now has a blue-water. 
global, offensive navy which ex­ 
ceeds ours in every category other 
than aircraft carriers and is now 
embarked on a earner program, 
too.

Its submarines, besides being far 
more numerous than those of the 
United States, can go faster and 
dive deeper. 
Russian 7.1-inch guns have 30 per 
cent longer range than the aged 1924 
8-inch U.S. guns. 
Twenty of the S o viet’s fine 
cruisers and ll of its cruiser-like 
heavy destroyers already mount 
powerful long-range ship-killing 
missiles whose first U.S. counter­ 
parts have yet to come into service. 
Oceanography 


Over half the major warships in 
the Soviet Navy mount such ship- 
killing missiles, while every U.S. 
aircraft-carrier at sea is constantly 
trailed by one or more R ussian 
surface ships or subm arines with 
missiles constantly at the ready to 
delner a surprise first-strike. 
Besides the up-to-date, mighty 
Russian fighting fleets, the USSR 
has also pushed the world’s most 
comprehensive program in oceano­ 
graphy (closely coordinated with 
the worldwide m a ritim e in te l­ 
ligence effort) and operates a new . 


steadily growing m erchant fleet 
(under navy control). 
The Soviet m erch an t m a rin e 
comprises a far larger percentage 
of highly modern ships of all classes 
than the combined merchant fleets 
of I he West, t he United States not 
excepted. 
Tautly disciplined as it is, how­ 
ever. the Russian navy has not been 
wholly exempt from disciplinary 
troubles. 
Only a few months ago, the crew 
of an escort vessel in the Baltic- 
seized their ship and headed for 
Sweden. 
They were intercepted by attack 
aircraft which threatened to sink 
the runaway unless it returned to 
Kronstadt the great naval base out­ 
side Leningrad. 


Mutinies 
The m u tin eers complied: four 
were shot and some 40 sent to Si­ 
beria. 


Similarly, disturbances occurred 
aboard a cruiser last year, forcing 
the ship (just like the U.S. aircraft 
carrier Constellation during its 1972 
mutiny) to put back to port. 
After the m u tineers were put 
ashore, 8 were shot and 54 went to 
Siberia. 
(The above is in sharp contrast to 
the U.S. Navy’s handling of some 15 
known mutinies since 1970 in which 
no mutineer has received more than 
brief brig time, while the Navy 
refuses to concede publicly that any 
mutinies have taken place.) 


Here on the Baltic. Russia main­ 
tains one of its four great fleets. 
(The others are the Black Sea- 
Mediterranean, Northern and F ar 
East fleets.) 
Besides basing a major fleet, the 
Baltic also has over half the ship- 
eonstruetion 
and 
sliip -rep air 
capacity of the Soviet Union. To 
prevent this array from being bot­ 
tled up in wartime (which would be 
a main objective of NATO), the 
USSR has recently com pleted a 
major canal system, strategically 
com parab le to G e rm a n y ’s Kiel 
Canal, linking Leningrad with the 
White Sea and thus an opening onto 
the North Atlantic. 


Resolve 


L eningrad was R u s s ia ’s first 
seagoing naval base, dating from 
the creation of its navy by Czar 
Peter the Great in 1H97. 


It is still a navy town today, as the 
shipshape old Aurora and Kronstadt 
navy yard prove. 


More fundamentally, what they 
prove has been well stated by U.S. 
Adm. Hyman R ickover: “ The 
Soviets are embarked on a program 
which reveals a singular awareness 
of the importance of sea power, and 
an unmistakable resolve to become 
the most powerful maritim e force 
in the world."

Reforms 
slowly 
being 
effected 


WASHINGTON - The cyni­ 
cal view of this capital is that it 
blathers a lot about the evils of 
money and secrecy, but does 
very little about either of them. 
The popular charge is that it cannot 
or will not correct its own w eak­ 
nesses, but the indictm ent is not 
quite true. 
The Senate’s decision to establish a 
perm anent com m ittee with broad 
powers to monitor activities of the 
CIA. the FBI and other federal intel­ 
ligence agencies is the latest and 
most d ra m a tic refu tation of the 
charge. 
This committee will have authority 
to get at the secrecy that has covered 
up the abuses of these intelligence 
agencies since their inception, and it 
will have control over their budgets. 


Progress 


It is less than two years since Ri­ 
chard Nixon left town, and Congress 
has been debating the errors of Viet­ 
nam and Watergate ever since 
The job is far from over, but it has 
clearly made some progress: 
• The War Powers Act has given 
the Congress some control over the 
President’s authority to wage war. as 
in Cambodia, without the consent of 
the federal legislature. 
• The Budget Control and Im ­ 
poundment Act has increased the 
power of the Congress to police its 
own extravagant ways, and greatly 
limited the President’s authority to 
impound funds appropriated by the 
Congress. 
• It has reformed the old corrupt 
practices of political campaign fin­ 
ancing. perhaps not as effectively as 
it might, but again it has attacked the 
problem of secrecy by insisting on far 
more effective disclosure, and the 
Suprem e Court has sustained its 
three main principles: disclosure, li­ 
mits on contributions, and limited 
public financing of p resid e n tial 
campaigns 
• 
M eanwhile, the House has 
reduced the power of its committee 
chairmen by modifying the seniority 
system, ti has opened the doors of the 
Ways and Means Committee, and has 
brought about the most far reaching 
changes of process and structure in 
the House of Representatives since 
1910. 
Improvement 


You can still get an argument ar­ 
ound here about some of these re­ 
forms. 
There are critics, for example, who 
think the Senate intelligence over­ 
sight committee will have ton much 
power and others who think it still 
won’t have enough 
The campaign financing laws were 
sloppily drawn and still contain some 
tem pting loopholes, and authority 
has been so dispersed in the House 
that it often encourages more talk 
than decision. 
But on the whole, few observers 
would deny that the system is in the 
pr”' voo of historic improvement. 
By insisting on a permanent intel­ 
ligence oversight com m ittee, the 
Senate did not destroy the authority 
of the armed services or judiciary 
committees in this field, but provided 
that they too would have responsibi­ 
lity for supervising the activities of 
different intellegenee agencies., 
Thus there will be a double check. 
What the Senate has done here is of 
fundamental importance. 
Without ever quite saying so open­ 
ly, the Executive Branch had been 
insisting for years that intelligence 
operations could not be effective in a 
disorderly world if they were sub­ 
jected to the normal constitutional 
legislative and financial controls of 
the Congress. 


Challenge 


Sen Mondale called this an historic 
challenge: "Whether our unique sys­ 
tem of constitutional checks and ba­ 
lances will be applied to the conduct 
of the multibillion dollar intelligence 
operations at home and abroad.’’ 


The Senate finally decided that 
they should. 


Many serious problems of reform 
remain and are still under debate; 
control of special interest lobbying; 
executive reorganization, especially 
of the domestic departm en ts and 
agencies; and improvement of exe­ 
cutive — Congressional cooperation 
so that some kind of coherent plan­ 
ning and action can be achieved. 


“ There is much talk of planning 
these days,” John Gardner of Com­ 
mon Cause remarked recently, "and 
the opponents of planning shudder 
because they call to mind the Soviet 
five-year plans. They should stop 
worrying. On problems of any com­ 
plexity (see energy or the cities), our 
government ca n ’t come up with a 
five-day plan. Long range planning 
around here is how to get through the 
weekend . . . 
This may be too pessimistic. 
Good news has gone out of style in 
Washington and is scarcely recog­ 
nized when it rises out of the turmoil, 
but reforms are being made ever so 
slowly, and the irony of it is that 
much credit has to be given to Ri­ 
chard Nixon, who came to the White 
House promising a “ reforming ad­ 
m inistratio n,” and finally helped 
achieve it, through not according to 
his plan.

It was something that tolls 
the story of just how hard 
and b ack-break ing farm 
work — particularly pick­ 
ing cotton by hand — was in 
the old days. 
This was a pair of faded 
and worn le a th e r knee 
pads. The pads must have 
been close to a century old. 
Cotton pickers wore them 
on their knees as they 


crawled up and down those 
endless, sun-scorched rows 
—dragging their long white 
cotton sack behind them. 
Not just the glam orous 
cowboy but also these cot­ 
ton pickers had a role in 
making Texas. 
Another story 
At Granger, as happens 
so often on the tra v e ls 
Bonnie and I m ake over 
Texas, one story leads to 
another. 
As Bonnie and I w ere 
getting ready to leave late 
in the day, the Scotts told 
us about a historic home 
that had been remodeled. 
Then we asked about an­ 
other grand home we had 
glimpsed across the fields. 
“ Why th at home once 
stood in G erm any,” Scott 
said. " I t was torn down 
board by board and rebuilt 
here."

Gaining ballot position by- 
obtaining 1,000 signatures, 
Locke spent only $1,100 in 
his primary campaign. He 
is shooting for a general 
election budget of only 
$50,000. 
Top spender 
“ M r. 
Krueger 
spent 
more than any congres­ 
sional candidate in history 
in 1974,“ Locke observes. 
“ We’re taking the oppo­ 
site approach. We intend 
spending the least in any 
congressional campaign. ’ * 
Locke also feels Krueger 
has an ego problem — an

Locke 
notes,

Noting Krueger

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Just finished reading all seven articles 
of the Constitution of the United States 
and nowhere is it mentioned that our na­ 
tion’s capital must have a major league 
baseball team. 
Nevertheless. Bowie Kuhn evidently knew what he was 
doing earlier this year when he fought to block all moves 
that didn’t include Washington. 
P e rh a p s you’ll recall that he gave team ow ners two 
weeks to come up with a 
so lu tio n th a t w ould sit 
w ell w ith W ash in g to n . 
After they failed, he gave 
them two weeks more. 
F in a lly , 
B a ltim o r e 
agreed to play seven or 
eight gam es in the capi­ 
tal city next season and 
somebody else was on the 
verge of signing on for a 
few dates in Washington. 
F r o m 
h e re , 
th a t 
s e e m e d s tr a n g e a t't h e 
tim e . Why sh o u ld the 
b a se b all c o m m is s io n e r 
s p e n d so m u ch of his 
tim e trying to coax team s 
in to W as h in g to n ?

S ev era l days ago Con­ 
gressm an B.F. Sisk, a Democrat from California, spon­ 
sored a piece of legislation that sets up a special congree- 
sional com m ittee to investigate professional sports in 
general and baseball In particular. The House set some 
kind of record in passing the m easure, using up just eight 
m inutes and 24 seconds, as the bill streaked through 
without one dissenting vote. 


I Now when the congressm en say that they’re going to 
"investigate" baseball they’re not going to slip around to 
see if Tom Seaver is getting any sticky stuff off hts hair to 
throw greaseballs. And they won’t go near the bat rack to 
see if Carl Y astrm ski’s stick has a chunk of lead n ear the 
business end. 
It’s not that sort of investigation. 
No, the congressmen will zero in on baseball’s antitrust 
exem ption. T h a t’s the prim e ta rg e t and it s c a re s the 
bejeebers out of Commissioner Kuhn. The congressmen 
know it, too. 


Now w e’ve got to wonder if that investigation would have 
been launched if Kuhn had been successful in moving a 
team into Washington. Congressman Sisk, you see. is the 
sam e dude who headed a sm all com m ittee which tried, 
unsuccessfully, to get a major league baseball team in 
Washington. He tried for five years and he failed for five 
years. So now he introduces a bill to investigate baseball. 


Would baseball have needed congressional investigating 
if Sisk had been successful and lured a team back to 
Washington? Well, what do you think? 


Antitrust club 
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The sam e day that Sisk’s legislation on the investigation 
zoomed through the house the politicos spent m ore time 
w orrying about the television blackout on pro football 
games. 
They decided to retain their ban on blackouts of games 
that are sold out a few days in advance. 


They took an early break that day or they probably 
would have drawn up the ABA schedule for the coming 
season and then set dates for the next NBA draft. Maybe 
on a slow afternoon they can sell radio rights to Henry 
Hight’s Toro gam es here. 


Nobody seems too excited about congress’ steady strokes 
on the sports field but from this corner it would be am az­ 
ingly humorous if it w eren’t so frightening. 
Tell me, how can a congressman elected in California 
justify five years of paid efforts to get a baseball team in 
Washington? Also, who says it s so important to have a 
baseball team in Washington? 


The folks who invest m illions of dollars in these sports 
franchises certainly should have som e say about where 
they operate and if Washington was such a hot territory 
the team wouldn’t have moved to little Arlington in Texas. 
Club operators were going busted in the nation’s capital 
and they they faced the choice of taking their stuff, jock, 
sock and barrel, to a new land or taking bankruptcy. It 
wasn't a tough decision to make. 


But then comes Congressman Sisk, with his feathers all 
ruffled, to head a com m ittee to get a new club in Wa­ 
shington His feathers really got ruffled when everyone 
snubbed his invitation. The poor m an probably was all 
prepared to toss out the first pitch 
Okay, you guys don’t want to play ball with Congress­ 
man Sisk, he ll show you. He’ll investigate you. He’ll take 
those anti-trust laws and club you over the head. T hat’ll 
learn you to ignore his invitations. 


Investigate Sisk 


Really now, how would you like to dedicate your life to 
public service, cam paign for the congress of the United 
States, get yourself elected and then spend five years 
trying to coax a baseball team to play in Washington? 


I don’t think th at’s exactly what the boys had in mind 
when they whipped up the constitution back in September 
of 1787. 


S isk 's latest leg isla tio n w ou ld n’t seem so stran ge, 
calling for an investigation, had he not toiled for so long to 
land a team, lf the sport needs investigating, why did he 
work so hard to draw it closer, seeking association? 


Som etim es it seem s like w e’re on the verge of being 
choked with federal red tape, getting ourselves overly-go­ 
v e rn e d w ith e a c h s te p in any d ire c tio n . O rg a n iz e d 
baseball—if it really is organized—might be wise to call 
for an investigation of Congressman Sisk and his whole 
durned committee.

As the level of your game 
improves and the caliber of 
your opponent gets better, 
you'll find that you will win 
more points by getting up 
to the net to put your op­ 
ponent’s returns away with 
crisp volleys.

flight to the best volleying 
position. 
Easy 
If you hit crosscourt, you 
would open your court for 
an easy passing shot. 
You may find your op­ 
ponent drops a shot at your 
feet. Ifs impossible to play 
a conventional approach 
shot when the hall is close 
to the ground so you’ll have 
to resort to a shot known as 
the half volley. 
A half volley is a shot that 
you must play almost in­ 
stantly after it bounces on 
the court. It is not a true 
volley because you don’t hit 
it in the air. 
There are three keys to a 
successful half volley. 
First, bend your knees to 
get down to the ball — very 
close to the ground. Stay 
down on the ball because if 
you come up, with either 
your body or your racquet, 
you’ll hit the ball into the 
net. 
Second, grip the racquet 
as firmly as you can. with a 
slightly open face, 
Solid 
Third, 
hit 
solidly, 
straight through the ball 
with a short follow-through. 
Don't try to lift the hall or 
use topspin. Concentrate on 
the hitting zone itself. Use a 
short backswing and a brief 
follow-through. 
Hit the ball deep down 
the center into the other 
court, if possible. 
When your opponent hits 
a short ball you'll be forced 
into the midcourt area to 
make your return. Now you 
have a choice. 
You can either return the 
ball deep and continue up to 
the net or you can return 
the ball very short into your 
opponent’s court with a 
shot that barely drops over 
the net, 
A drop shot is really a 
mini-lob Its primary pur­ 
pose is to move your op­ 
ponent forward. 
You hit it gently up and 
over the net. Because 
you're taking speed off the 
ball ifs a shot that requires 
"touch.” The drop shot is 
executed with a cupping 
motion of your sw ing. 
Perfect 
The perfect drop shot 
would probably bounce 
three 
times 
before 
it 
reached the service line. 
Don’t hit a drop shot so the 
hall bounces first in mid­ 
court. 
Always precede a drop 
shot with a deep drive so 
that your opponent will be 
forced to run all the way 
from the baseline to the net 
to return your shot. 
Don’t try a drop shot off a 
strong, deep drive from the 
maneuvering zone. Drop 
shots are best made from 
the aoproach zone where 
you have a choice of shots 
available.

Trotliners lose 
unmarked lines 


Miles of trotlines are being confiscated 
each month by state game wardens be­ 
cause line owners don’t identify them 
properly. 


Henry Burkett, director of law enforcement for the 
Parks and Wildlife Department, reminds trotliners that in 
regulatory counties, all freshwater lines must be identified 
by a legible tag hearing the name and address of the 
fisherman and the date the line was set. 
The law requires that the lines must be redated at the 
end of 90 days if left out that long. 


“Wardens have picked up at least I .OOO miles of trotlines 
in the last 30 days," Burkett said. "Only one out of five to 
IO trotlines checked Is current." 


Game wardens have been busier than usual in other 
areas, too. The department reports there were 43 per cent 
more hunting, fishing and state park violations in April 
than during the same period last year 
Wardens made 2.799 arrests in April, up more than SOO 
over April, 1975. Convictions were up 17 per cent, from 
1.142 to 1.341. 
Most of the arrests and convictions resulted from fishing 
without a license. A total of 1,535 arreests were made for 
that violation. 


Slate park violations 


Park violations numbered 52. Most arrests were for 
speeding, reckless driving or camping in a prohibited 
area. 
Failure to have the proper number of life preservers on 
board led the list of water safety citations. Wardens issued 
727 citations for violations of the water safety laws in 
April, with 494 for failure to have a sufficient number of 
personal flotation devices aboard. 


In addition, 46 tickets were issued to boat operators 
because passengers under 12 years of age were not 
wearing life jackets when the boats they were aboard were 
under way. 


The law requires that all motorboats regardless of size 
must have at least one Coast Guard-approved personal 
floating device for each person on hoard. 
The law also stales that passengers under 12 in motor­ 
boats 26 feet long or less must wear an approved vest or 
jacket-type PFD whenever the boat is under way. 
Although the law does not require a water skier to wear 
a PFD , a skier is considered a passenger in the boat and 
there must he a PFD for him on board,

‘ ‘Good 
Insect 
control 
means healthier, more pro­ 
ductive gardens. To insure 
good insect control, check 
your garden frequently for 
signs of insect damage. If 
only slight dam age is de­ 
tected. often tim es satis­ 
factory control can be ob­ 
tained by simply removing 
the pest by hand. If the in­ 
festation is q uite heavy, 
good control can be ob­ 
tained by utilizing recom­ 
mended insecticid es a p ­ 
plied in the proper manner. 


"Following is a descrip­ 
tion of the most common 
garden insects found in lo­ 
cal home gardens Most of 
the following insects can be 
s a tis fa c to rily con tro lled 
with timely applications of 
one of the following insec­ 
ticides: diazinon, m alath ­ 
ion. Sevin or k elth an e. 
Read the label very care­ 
fully and make certain that 
the chem ical is reco m ­ 
mended for use on the spe­ 
c ific crop you intend to 
treat. Follow guidelines on 
tim es of application with 
regard to harvest date. 


"Aphids — S m all, soft- 
bodied insects ranging in 
color from black to green 


to yellow 
Usually occur in 
very large num bers over 
the entire surface of plant 
leaves or stems Apply ma­ 
lathion at seven-day inter­ 
vals fur control 


"Spider Miles — Closely 
related to chiggers. Occur 
on underside of leaves 
causing sm all discolored 
areas.

Apply two to three applica­ 
tions of diazinon or kelth­ 
ane at five to seven day in­ 
tervals.
